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The United States, despite the 
conflict in Viet Nam, is a long 
way from a war with Commu- 
nist China. 

This country’s great national 
product can support- the Viet- 
namese war without more taxes. 

These views were expressed 
yesterday at a press conference 
by the senior senator from 
Minnesota, Eugene J. McCar- 
thy, who spoke at a San Fran- 
cisco luncheon for more than 
400 under the auspices of the 
Democratic Women of the Bay 
Area. 

Sen. McCarthy, who served 
in the House from 1948 to 1956, 
was elected to the Senate in 
1960 and now is a member of 
the committees on finance and 
foreign relations.. 

‘LACK FIRMNESS’ 

Questioned about the waging 
of an undeclared war in Viet 
Nam, Sen. McCarthy said that 
there is national support for 
the President’s course in spite 
of the lack of a congressional 
declaration. He noted the ex- 
ample of the Korean conflict 
and declared' there is no dif- 
ference now. 

Americans, however, are luke- 
warm in respect to the Viet- 
namese war and lack the firm- 
ness and determination so wide- 
ly displayed toward Germany 
and Japan in World War II J 
he declared. . y- 

On one of his favorit^sub- 
jects, McCarthy said that Con- 
gress should subject -tn.e Cen- 
•ti*al Intclligcncejtggpcy to’^clqse. 


McCarthy believes that there 
now is no effective opposition 
party in the Congress but this, 
he says, doesn’t mean that the 
President, can have anything he 
asks for, especially in the field 
of foreign policy. The Senate, 
he believes, is going to take a 
hard look at some of Presi- 
dent Johnson’s proposals. 

‘2 BIG FAILURES’ 

McCarthy, a staunch civil 
rights advocate, cited to the 
San Francisco group the prog- 
ress made by the last session 
of .Congress and stressed that 
the problem now is to move 
ahead. 

“The failures of our society 
today,” he said, “are primarily 
two: first, the existence ofpov- 
ery and deprivation in the 
midst of plenty; and second, 
discrimination and denial of 
civil rights to many in the so- 1 
ciety.. . 

“We' live in an age of revolu- 
tion and explosive changes 
have given to the problems of 
today an immediacy not char- 
acteristic of previous eras. 

“The test of America today 
is the test of the professional, ‘ 
not of the amateur. We have 
more knowledge ' than we are 
using and more potential for 
service than we have exer- 
cised.” . . . i ' 
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
